Europe's biggest news of the previous week became the 
newspicture story of the week as spectacular photo- 
graphs of the Hitler-Mussolini high jinks reached 
LIFE from its Roman cameramen (see p. 11).

Of a sudden on a May morning, a clump 
of bushes, which had been visited only by drab chip- 
ping sparrows, breaks abruptly out into flitting spots 
of bright color, as flocks of Wood Warblers, like 
those on the opposite page, arrive to rest and feed 
after their night flight. This year’s premature warmth 
brought many migrants north a week ahead of time 
before a cold wave slowed them uy 
On the following pages are paintings identifying 
some of the more common American song and marsh 
birds. They were done for LIFE by Roger Tory 
Peterson, one of America’s most brilliant young or- 
nithologists and bird painters (see page 3). On page 
31, a map explains the bird routes and migrations. 
At left and right are two notable migrants. ‘The 
Common Tern flies from the Strait of Magellan to 
breed in the U. S. and Canada. The Ruby-throated 
Hummingbird comes north after an over-water hop 
from Yucatan to the Gulf States.

‘owledge of the regular and systematic migrations 

of birds was a matter of such uncertainty only 200 
years ago that in 1703, one British scholar, who 
called himself ‘a Person of Learning and Piety” 
wrote a paper which advanced the theory that birds 
flew to the moon in the winter, completing the jour- 
ney in exactly 60 days. 

Science today knows very well that birds do mi- 
grate and where they go. But why they migrate is a 
matter for dispute. The theories are various. One 
is that the prehistoric birds of the north were driven 
south by the advancing ice of the great glacial epoch 
and that the present migrations simply re-enact the 
movements of the ancestral birds as once dictated by 
advancing and receding glaciers. A sharply contra- 
dictory theory is that the ancestral home of birds 
was in the South, that birds simply find it conven- 
ient to journey north for breeding, get back home 
when breeding is over. A third theory says that the 


increasing intensity of light causes change in sex 
organs, impels the birds northwards. 

Science is better agreed on where birds go. Over 
the U. S., they use six main north-and-south routes, 
the great flyways shown in simplified form on the 
map above. These routes follow the natural con- 
tours of the land—coasts, rivers, mountains. Land 
birds travel over them mostly by night because it is 
more efficient to stop by daylight when food can be 
found. In some species, like Robins and Blackbirds, 
the males come north a few days before the females. 
‘The rate of migration varies. The Robin takes all of 
three months to go from Colorado to Alaska whereas 
the Blue Goose hops nonstop from Louisiana to the 
Arctic. 

Land birds, chiefly those of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere, undertake long, dramatic migrations. South- 
er Hemisphere birds have local migrations but as 
a rule do not make long flights over the equator.

The racing of midget cars, which 
are called “doodlebugs,” last year attracted 10,000, 
000 cash customers, as many as big league baseball. 
‘These millions went to be excited by the high snarl 
of doodlebugs down the straightaway, the shriek of 
brake and tire around a turn, by the sight and smell 
of exhaust pipes spewing orange flames 
of gasoline, benzol, castor oil. But the millions went, 
above all, to see the crashes. 

Most midget tracks are not banked. Around their 
sharp turns, doodlebugs veer at right angles, crash- 
ing, rolling, hurdling, climbing each other's wheels, 
flying through fences (see p. 49). Midget racing 
looks like the most dangerous of sports but the 
or can bear the strain because he knows that 
bones are infrequent and fatalities rare. 

‘There are 100-odd U.S. doodlebug tracks, many 
set up in regular circuits. Drivers race four or five 
times a week.
